3.—The individ- 
ual’s right to self-defetse is one of 
the oldest and most widely recognized 
principles of justice, without which 
an ordered social existence is impos- 
sible. 

It is a characteristie of the slave 
that he is deprived of this right, and 
must tolerate injustice without re- 
sistance. The concept of the sovereign 
state embodies the will and power to 
exereise the right of self-defense in 
case of any outside aggression, 

This principle must be recognized 
even by organizations that stand 
above nationality. The Kellogg pact 
condemns a war of aggression. but 
does not restrict the right and duty 
of national defense, 

It is the object of the League of 
Nations <disar..ament conference to 
‘eliminate the disparity among the 
nations in the matter of armaments

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—lIt was 
learned here today that Representa- 


tive E. E, Cox, of Camilla, Ga., is 
being seriously considered for’ the 
place on the ways and means commit- 
tee of the house recently made va- 
cant by the resignation of Representa- 
tive Charles R. Crisp, of Americus. 
Mr. Cox will have the solid support 
of his own state delegation and a 
goodly number of other democratic 
members from both the north and 
the south. 

As a member of the rules commit- 
tee, which is one of the few major 
committees of the lower chamber, the 
Georgian has been active in the past 
in shaping the legislative precedence 
calendar of the house. He is an ef- 
fective speaker and enjoys the friend- 
ship and confidence of his committee 
associates as well as other members 
with whom he is thrown in contact. 


Of the 14 democratic members of ' 
| the ways and means committee seven 


are from the southland. These mem- 
bers function as the democratic com- 
mittee on committees of the house 
which control assignments to the 
standing committees. The states rep- 
resented by democrats on the ways 
and means committee are Tennessee, 
Illinois, North Carolina, Arkansas, 
Washington, Indiana, New York, 
Texas, Massachusetts, Missouri, 
Maryland and Kentucky. 

In the past, when 
cancies have occurred through death, 
resignation or defeat, it has been the 
custom to choose a successor from the 
state of the outgoing member.

With another football season waning, the point has been brought up | 
by winter league debaters how football partisans or crowds compare with | 
other sporting supporters. 

On a general average, football crowds are more partisan, more | 
vitriolic than any other crowds in sport. This applies especially to non- 
combatants who figure in football discussions, and in this last season, 
in many places, they have reached the stage of booing officials. Few 
of them can see the virtues in other teams or in other stars.% At least 
those who do are in the minority. 

Football is a game of heavy pres-¢- 
sure and violent body contact. It is 
‘a game demanding an emotional surge, 
'which apparently travels from the 
|field into the army of debaters who 
can become more upset than any other 
‘sporting followers, 

The pressure of football is such 

that no schedule should be ex- 
tended past the closing Saturday 
in November. This goes for play- 
ers as well as spectators. 
The average human system can ab- 
‘sorb only so much emotional content 
| and handle it properly. The matter 
is very easily overdone. 

It is the demand for a winner 
that brings on so much drag- 
netting and proselyting, of which 
there is an amazing amount. 

With all football’s fine qualities, 
‘there is still a flock of defects— 
| weaknesses which often go with 
strength.

Carlos Hopkins, deputy clerk in 

rge of civil court calendars at the 
Fulton —s courthouse, penned the 
above lines Saturday when he com- 
pleted drafting the largest undefend- 
ed divorce calendar in the history of 
the court, and discovered that con- 
trary to the usual thing, approxi- 
mately one-third of the divorce ac- 
tions have been brought by husbands 
instead of the wives. 

The undefended divorce calendar 
will be heard before Judge Edgar E. 
Pomeroy, starting Monday morning, 
a..d approximately 350 divorces are 
set down for a hearing. The ma- 
jority of them were filed within th- 
past two months, Mr. Hopkins pointed 
out. Ordinarily there are no more 
than 160 divorces filed for one term 
of court. 


Mr. Hopkins, who has handled 
2,500 divorce and alimony cases since 
his tenure of office, two and a half 
years, declared that as a rule no 
more than 20 or, at the most, 30 
husbands get disgruntled and su 
their wives for divorce. It is usually 
the woman who starts the fireworks. 
However, for the present term of 
court, divorce petitions have been file.! 
by husbands to the tune of one-third 
of the number of cases on the caler- 
dar.

This is probably as familiar a truth 
to us in every day life as any He ever 
taught.

The merchant, the physician, the en- 
gineer bangs out his sign, declaring he 
is ready to serve along his line. Now 
we judge him not by the words of bis 
sign, nor the claims of his advertise- 
ment, but by his fruit. In modern 
parlance, does he “deliver the goods?” 
We are slowly learning to test institu- 
tions and customs in the same way. 
jut our reverence for the past, with 
its sentimental associations, too often 
leads us to preserve some ancient cus- 
tom or institution long after it has 
ceased to bear any fruit. 

But it seems most difficult for us 
to apply this principle to our religion. 
Here conformity to some prescribed 
code, obeisance before some altar, or 
the prattling of some words, too often 
satisfies the demands of organized re- 
ligion. 

False Faces. 

However, in this parable-incident, 
the-emphasis of Jesus’ condemnation, 
is not so much upon the failure of 
the tree to bear fruit, as upon the 
fact that its leaves advertised to the 
world that it was filled with fruit. The 
peculiariy of the fig tree is that its 
fruit comes before its leaves appear. 
It is always the sham and the pre- 
tence which evokes the severest con- 
demnation of Jesus.

Journeying Across Sahara in Company of Bedouins—Disguised in Dancing Finery of an Algiers 
Girl—How the Masquerade Was Nearly Ended by a Clever Frenchman tn an Isolated Village

N real life it is so difficult to 
know where an adventure be- 
gins. One is in the middle of 
it before one realizes that an 
incident has turned into an event.

For these reasons, we are always 
urprised not to find more of them 
in the home gardens around At- 
lanta, and we feel sure that the 
greatest reason is that in most cases 
they have not been tried. They are 
all easy to grow, require no special 
Care or attention, may be depended 
upon to last over a long period of 
years, and will add greatly to the 
value of the home garden. In addi- 
tion to these facts it is also true 
(hat there is or at least there has 
been in the past a demand for 
home-grown berries that has not 
been supplied completely. So if you 
Nave more than can be used in the 
home, there may be a chance to sell 
your surplus to your neighborhood 
grocer. We have known of some 
thrifty gardeners that pay a large

Of all the berries that may be 
planted in the home garden, with 
exception of straw- 
berries, our opinion is that rasp- 
berries are the very finest for home

spite of the seeds that will neces- 
sarily be in raspberry jam, we do 
not see how it could be possible to 
have anything from the garden that 
would be any better than raspberry

jam, and the most wonderful thing 
about it is that it will last all wine 
ter long. 

A fine plan to follow in planting 
raspberries is: to plant them along 
the garden fence. This accomplishes 
several things in addition to the 
mere fact of having raspberries in 
the garden. First, the fence will pro- 
vide good support for the plants, 
Second, the space is being wasted at 
the present time. Third, the appear- 
ance of the garden will be greatly 
improved by having these plants 
against the fence. 

The selection of varieties to be 
used in the garden is most import- 
ant. For best results over a period 
of years, we always recommend the 
planting of several] different varie- 
ties. Some years there may be varie- 
ties that will fail to hear fruit al- 
most entirely, while in other years 
it may do well and some other va- 
riety be a failure. 

There are a couple of new varie- 
ties of raspberries that are coming 
more and more into the front. These 
are Van Fleet and Latham. Latham 
is recommended by all those that 
have seen it, as the hardiest of al] 
varieties. Claims for it include the 
largest, firmest and most prolific 
red raspberry in existence. These 
seem great claims but those that 
know the berry best insist that such 
is the case. Van Fleet raspberry 
makes a smaller fruit, but has a 
wonderful flavor and is really too

that they have from time to time. 
BLACKBERRIES. 

Blackberries should be planted in 
rows trom four to six feet apart and 
the plants from two to three feet 
apart in the rows. They prefer a 
rich, loamy sol] and should be clean- 
ly cultivated. It is a plan to 
use .two or three varieties in order 
that the bearing season may be ex- 
tended. The most popular early 
variety is Early Harvest and Eldora- 
do is considered a fine main crop. 
The Early Harvest will come in to 
fruit about two weeks earlier than 
the main crop varieties. 

Pruning is often carried on dur- 
ing the spring after the canes have 
blossomed. This practice is followed 
in order that we may see exactly 
where the fruit will set and that 
the proper amount of blossoms wil] 
be left. It is well in addition to this 
pruning, to take out all of the dead 
Stems and to cut back the tallest 
stems at this time of the vear. rath- 
er than put off all of the pruning 
until spring. If the tallest canes are 

the plant throughout the 
Winter there is danger of the heavy 
Winds tearing the plants to pieces,

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soft for shipping, but is probably 
unexcelled for home use. These two 
varieties will make a wonderful 
fence for your garden. 

If a larger selection of red varie- 
ties 1s wanted, it might be well to 
add Cuthbert and St. Regis. The 
best variety of black raspberries is 
Kansas, for use here in the south. 

NEW YOUNGBERRY. 

A strange cross between logan- 
berry and dewberry gave us the New 
Youngberry. It is larger than the 
loganberry, is very dark almost black 
in color, and is flavored like a rasp- 
berry. The plants are very vigorous 
growers and should be planted in 
beds in eight-foot rows, the plants 
being set four feet apart. If planted 
along the garden fence the plants 
Should be set about five feet apart. 

A four years’ comparative test at 
the Georgia experiment farm has 
shown that it is the heaviest bearing 
berry of its -class. It is disease- 
resistant and will bear the first year 
after planting two-year-old plants. 

The berry is not only good for 
use on the table, but also makes 
fine jams and fellies. , 

There are two or three things that 
Will bear repeating about berries. 
Use rich soil that is well fertilized 
with bone meal or stable manure at 
the time of planting and thoroughly 
fertilized again in the spring with a 
commercial balanced fertilizer. 
Clean cultivation several times dur- 
ing the year followed by the removal 
Of all dead and tall branches dur- 
ing the fall. In the very early spring 
further pruning will become neces- 
Sary.. These pruning directions are 
not correct for dewberries as all old 
canes should be removed from dew- 
berries as soon as they have finished 
bearing.

The 
closed hand was then re-entered 
with the ace of spades, the good diae 
mond cashed, and two more hear§ 
tricks taken. While all’ this waq 
going on, West was being hopelessly 
squeezed, On the last heart he was 
obliged to throw either a spade or-@ 
club. Being a good player he nate 
urally chose the club, as this stil} 
left a slight guess up to declarer, 
Miss Murdock's count on the hand 
up to this point had been quite ac< 
curate, however, and, correctly place 
ing the distribution, she now led @ 
low club, felling the king with the 
ace. The last trick was won by the 
queen.

Lately, moans have been heard 
from many quarters regarding the 
inanity of team-of-four board-a- 
match events. In fact, my teame- 
mate, Theodore A. Lightner, goes 
so far as to classify them as traves- 
ties. 

Although his objection to them is 
probably a little exaggerated, I am 
inclined to agree with him on seve 
eral points. No absolutely fair meth- 
od of scoring has yet been devised 
for pair matches, and, consequently, 
the Howell game, with all its weak- 
ness and unfairness, is probably 
with us to stay for quite a while. For 
team-of-four matches, however, the 
Straight knock-out or cumulative 
point system, which was used at 
Asbury Park last summer, so far 
overshadows all other forms of con- 
test that it seems absolutely useless 
to play any other. Particularly with 
an unbalanced field, board-a-match 
events are generally more a matter 
of luck than of anything else. Using 
the knock-out system, it is rare, in- 
deed, for some “dark horse” team 
to win—as a matter of fact, I do 
not recall any single event of im- 
portance which was won by un- 
knowns. The board-a-match contests 
along with Howell games, frequently 
have been won by teams who ob- 
viously were not in the same class 
as some of the teams which they de- 
feated. While it might be argued 
that this increases the interest, my 
answer to that statement is that 
the object of a tournament is te 
conduct a contest in which the best 
players should win; otherwise, no 
satisfactory ranking could be @e-
